1, Botween 2:45 and 3:30 p.m. on 24, November 1959, one jet plane 
with swept-back wings, or 5 biplanes, and 28 single~oncine 
low-wing monoplanes with in-line engines and a weapon projecting 
rearward from the cockpit were varkod in front of the closed 
hangars at the Juoterbogeiltes Lager (1 52/3 69) airficld., (1) 

A sincle-engine low-vring monoplane which was covered with tare 
oaulins had the on tho fuselage, a white pronelicr 
hub, and a blue and ved stripe on the rudder assovibly. (2) 

A single-engine hich-ring monoplane vith radial engine and fixed 
landin:: pear was vuilled out of a hanvzar and took off at 3:15 oem. 
(3) shout 3:30 oom. a single-engine loweving monoplane with 
elliptical wings, retractable londing gear and a radial. engine with 
no cowling, landed at the field, There vas no more flyinz. 


2, New runway lighting facilities were seen along the southern edge 
of the now rumvay. the lamps, about 50 em in diameter and inclined 
slightly upward, had light red glass and deflector plates fitted 
inside and were arranged about O meters aparbs They formed a row 
which extended about 230 meters beyond the EB end of the runway, 
and inereased in height gradually to two moters. Four lishts were

probably do not Proepresent the total sceuvation in JueterhogeAltes 
Lager because another source indicated that two ground attack 
regiments were stationed at the field. To date 9 NO MimelS jet gir. 
craft have been seen thore. The jet plane probably made an inter 
mediate landing at the field since there are no indications that the 
ground attack reciments are being reeyuinped with jet aircraft,
